Surely decent people everywhere must spare a moment or two of sympathy 
for the recently disgraced Republican Congressman Mark Foley—once we've quit 
gloating, that is. 


Foley, you will no doubt recall, is the latest American politician to get caught 
trying to get more than his hand in the cookie jar, if you know what | mean. 


Seemingly an untiring defender of exploited children everywhere—a man who 
once observed that America takes better care of its library books than its 
children—Foley fell mightily from favour when it was revealed that he was trying 
to get his library card stamped by a few of the young male pages who had been 
sent to Washington by loving families to make political connections and have their 
horizons broadened—but not too much. 


Worse, he’d used the Internet to do it, thus assuring that it was all but impos- 
sible for him to deny his misbehavior. 


In fairness, caught as he was with his metaphoric pants around his ankles, Foley 
didn’t try to duck it. 


“V?m_a drunk,” he cried instead. 


“!’m a gay American,” he bleated, his facility for stating the obvious leading 
some few of us to wonder if, in the heavily-encoded lexicon of the American 
Republican party, ‘gay’ has ceased to mean ‘homosexual’ and now means simply 
‘so stupid as to be one gene removed from a turnip’. 


The ensuing media brouhaha has been impressive—a lethal mix of the general 
publics’ preoccupation with other peoples’ sex lives and a good dollop of glee at 
hypocrisy unearthed has proven heady stuff and America is all but drunk on it, it 
seems. 


The ensuing feeding frenzy is likely to change the face of American politics in 
the forthcoming mid-term elections as voters, already weary of Republican inept- 
ness in the White House, forsake the GOP in droves in favour of the more 
forgiving face of the Democrats, who for all their foibles, have at least succeeded 
in avoiding the more egregious sinkholes of legislated morality. 


Staggering blindly under the weight of the Foley scandal, the Republican Party 
is once again taking careful aim and trying to shoot the messenger, scolding the 
media for covering the Foley scandal and ignoring the war in Iraq, the almost 
universal political disdain in which America is held, the tragedy of AIDS, the 
erosion of the health and education systems and any number of other things that 
Republicans have up to now tried to keep the media from covering by invoking 
the spectre of a homosexual agenda.

Not that Harper is giving them much of a chance, prone as he is to sidestep- 
ping questions instead of answering them directly. Asked about any laws in 
defense of religion, he will only say that he hasn’t seen them or he is unaware of 
them, thus keeping the flame of hatred alive amongst his supporters on the far 
right. 


If he were to come right out and say he was going to try to enact such legis- 
lation, of course, his government would be revealed as the right-wing extremists 
they have long been accused of being—and if he said he would never enact it, he’d 
risk losing the support of the lunatic fringe that forms a major component of his 
political foundation. 


And by keeping all these discussions alive, he’s hoping we won't notice how 
bereft his government and his party have been on everything from compassion 
to vision. 


But mostly, these days, I’m betting he’s hoping he doesn’t have a Foley in his 
future. W

Dozens of drag artistes 
all across the country owe their humble beginnings to his powers of persuasion. 
The enduring drag legend has a firm and regal grip on his home city of Halifax, 
where he was recently awarded a special citation by the Mayor for all of the 
fundraising and community awareness he has spearheaded. 

But it’s the Edmonton years that established him as a force to be reckoned 
with in Canada. Having been there at the start, many lucky Edmontonians can 
mark the time and date they first saw Lulu perform; now, as her first quarter 
century draws to a close, they can celebrate alongside her. 

Sunday, November 5, Lulu LaRude performs at Buddy’s Nightclub in 
Edmonton, hosting a special one-night-only fundraiser for the fifteenth Annual 
Loud & Queer Festival.

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Racing To Lead 


This month two very important Canadian political 
parties are seeking to elect new head honchos. As the 
respective campaigns come to a conclusion, two impor- 
tant new leaders will emerge upon the Canadian pollit- 
ical landscape. These two people will both have the 
potential to affect a major impact upon the GLBT 
community in their respective jurisdictions. 


Alberta’s Conservative Party is looking for a new 
monarch to ascend to King Ralph’s throne, not only 
lead the party, but also become the Premier of 
| Alberta—at least until the next provincial election. 


The Liberal Party of Canada is searching for Paul 
Martin’s replacement and the leadership campaign 
culminates at their Leadership and Biennial Convention in 
Montreal, November 28 to December 2. This new party 

leader will immediately become the Leader of the Official 
Opposition in Canada’s Parliament—and perhaps a future Prime Minister—if 
current Prime Minister Stephen Harper continues on his current downward slide 
in the polls. 


Currently the acknowledged front-runner for the Alberta crown is Jim Dinning, 
a former minister in Ralph Klein’s first government. The architect of budget cuts, 
Provincial Treasurer Dinning’s financial strategy is widely credited for Alberta’s 
balanced budget and subsequent surpluses. Since leaving Ralph’s team in 1997 
Dinning has enjoyed success in the corporate world and his return to politics is 
being hailed as “The new future for Alberta”. 


However, throughout Dinning’s leadership

* indication that this transfer of power will 
herald a new era of equality for Alberta's 
GLBT community in this province. 


As one of nine candidates in this leader- 
ship race it would appear that the “smart 
money” is on Dinning to win on November 
25 on the first ballot. 


’ All that is necessary for Alberta residents 
+ to vote is the purchase of a party member- 
ship for five dollars and these can be 
purchased right up until voting day and at 
the balloting stations on the day of the vote. 
You may want to quiz the candidates as to 
where they stand on GLBT issues in Alberta, 
acquire a membership and cast your vote. 
Help elect a gay-friendly Alberta Premier—if that’s not an oxymoron. 


The federal Liberal Party leadership race seems less certain for any-one partic- 
ular candidate to claim the prize. The three front-runners are working hard to 
win the title. Currently, Michael Ignatieff, Bob Rae and Stephane Dion seem to be 
leading the pack but anything is possible before the convention in Montreal. As 
they say “A day in politics is like a week in the life of...” 


All delegates to this convention have now been selected and the ultimate 
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decision to crown a new leader rests 
in their hands. With a federal election 
almost certain in 2007—as Stephen 
Harper tries to win a majority govern- 
ment-—this new Liberal leader has to 
take the reigns of the party at full 
gallop.

Often this region is referred to as God’s Country and it only takes one visit to 
Western Canada’s Rocky Mountains to understand why. Towering thousands of 
feet towards the sky, these rugged creations of nature are an awesome and 
breathtaking experience.

“It’s a shoot- 
out,’ someone yelled from the crowd watching the Downtown Soccer Toronto 
League Finals at Riverdale Park West. Minutes later, red triumphed over blue as 
the Woody’s Red Hot Rhino’s beat out Fly Code Blue for the top spot. 


The crowd, comprised of other league members, cheered this exciting end to 
the soccer year. Six of the league’s eight teams had played earlier in the day, 
competing for positions from third to eighth. Many stayed to support the other 
teams.

Loui Dallas’ spirits kept up even though his team, the Hair of the Dog 
Greyhounds, came in last place. “Il can show you my license,” he said jokingly to 
prove he gave me his real name and not that of some porn star. Dallas went on 
to say that the teams in the league are chosen fairly by putting players through a 
skills clinic in the spring. Players are then ranked and teams are evenly made up 
of beginner and experienced players. 


“They only give you your ranking if you ask for it,’ said Dallas, which was 
appealing to him because he was the stereotypical gay kid who feared sports and 
was always picked last in gym. Being a part of Downtown Soccer has been a great 
experience for him, helping dissolve his feelings of gay marginality in sports. 
“Feeling included allows me to be more competitive,” he said with a chuckle, 
realizing his team placed eighth. “But we came in first place last year,’ he oted. 


When it comes to picking team captains—distinguished on the field by red 
armbands—it’s done with a democratic vote. Players vote for the self-nominated 
candidates to fill the two captain positions on every team. 


“One captain is responsible for all the administrative aspects like game 
locations and e-mails; the other one handles things on the field during games,” 
said Steve Lloyd, Downtown Soccer’s Operations Coordinator. “As for picking 
positions, everyone tries different ones to see what fits,’ Lloyd said laughing at 
how sexual that sounded, much like the “jokes about frolicking in the locker room 
even though they don’t have one.” 


Programs like the skills clinic are made possible by raising money at team 
fundraisers and from government grants. This year the league was able to get a 
Trillium Grant with the help of lan Malcolm, an Executive member who has a 
sports marketing degree. 
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“We're very thankful for that 
support this year. The money also 
helps with a lot of development,’ 
said Lloyd. 


Since the league started four years 
ago, it has doubled the number of 
teams and now has 160 members. 
Various bars and clubs in Toronto’s 
gay community including Fire on the 
East Side, Vice, The Zone and 
O’Grady’s, sponsor the teams. 


The team’s fundraiser nights take 
place in their sponsors’ bar, drawing 
people in with fun themes and 
competitions like ‘So You Think You 
Can Dance’ and ‘Best Soccer Legs. 


“At one fundraiser we had people voting on which player they most wanted to 
see in drag,’ Richard Perkins told me at the post-game party. “We've also done 
kissing booths that have been successful,” he said pointing out a cute member 
across the patio who had volunteered his lips for the cause. 


One of the post-game parties was on the patio of Crews/Tango and many 
players (out of their uniforms to my disappointment) lounged and socialized over 
drinks. 


“You guys crushed Crews last week. I’m just glad we didn’t get creamed by Fly,” 
Justin deGuzman said to the gaggle of players, all engaged in banter and soccer 
shop-talk. deGuzman was sitting next to his boyfriend, Bruno Duarte, who was 
also on The Zone Rangers. They both have been playing soccer for years and 
decided to join the league together. 


“When we applied we made sure to be ‘buddy linked’ which means we were 
put on the same team,” Duarte said. The couple also told me that you can be 
‘buddy linked’ with a friend when you join to make things less intimidating. 


Although Justin and Bruno coupled up before they joined Downtown Soccer a 
few romances have started between guys who have met through the league. “We 
had a few on our team. Actually it’s happening a lot more this year,” said Perkins, 
“Unfortunately they’re not here tonight.” 


Just then Inti Ali, next years’ League Commissioner, came out on the patio with 
a warm welcome of shouts and cheers. After that, the laid back gathering of 
sports lovers resumed. W

A basic rule of writing is:Write 
what you know. So, at first 
glance, it would seem to be a 
contradiction for gay male love 
stories to be written by women. 
However, the list of female authors 
who have written, convincingly, 
about men loving men is a long one: 
Patricia Highsmith and the Talented 
Mr. Ripley stories, Marion Zimmer 
Bradley, whose Darkover sci-fi series 
had numerous sympathetic gay and 
lesbian ea Carson McCullers, Mary Renault, Marguerite Yourcenar, Lynn 
Flewelling, Poppy Z. Brite, Diana Gabaldon, Caro Sols and many others, including, 
most notably, the creator of “Brokeback Mountain”, Annie Proulx. 


What is the inspiration for these stories and what leads women writers to gay 
male characters? Two women agreed to share their thoughts on this process. 


Ruth Sims, (ruthsims.com), the author of The Phoenix, married her childhood 
sweetheart, raised a family in small town Illinois and is, in her own words, “a 
Midwestern, unsophisticated, untravelled, not-terribly-well-educated white-collar 
woman who loves words and has people in her head aching to come out.” Her 
novel, The Phoenix started out as a straight love story set during the Civil War but 
when two of the male characters took on a life of their own, Sims decided to 
follow where they would lead and the result was the gay love story between an 
actor and a physician in Victorian England. 


Patricia Nell Warren (wildcatintl.com) is the author of the classic best-seller, 
The Front Runner, first published in 1974, the moving love story between an ex- 
Marine track coach and a runner who hopes to make the Olympic team. Nell 
Warren worked on The Front Runner during her lunch breaks from her job at 
Reader’s Digest, afraid her homophobic husband would find it if she wrote at 
home. A lesbian who had yet to come out of the closet, Nell Warren had always 
been interested in sports. Then, in 1972, she had a conversation with a young gay 
man. “He told me how he had felt compelled to give up his ambition to make the 
U.S. Olympic team because he wanted to come out—and he knew he couldn’t be 
out and make the team. He had chosen personal honesty over the shot at a gold 
medal in the 1500-meter. This conversation haunted me, and got me thinking in 
the direction that became The Front Runner’s story line.” 


Sims agrees that some characters become like ghosts that won’t leave until 
their stories are told. With The Phoenix “| kept putting the manuscript away and 
it kept devilling my mind until | finally just let Kit off the leash. He wasn’t happy 
until he was the star. He literally haunted my life.” 


There was a time when voice appropriation was a common phrase; many felt 
that a story about blacks or women or gays, for example, could not be authentic 
unless the author was black, a woman or gay. Both authors reject this notion. 
Nell Warren notes, “In real life, writers break this ‘rule’ every day. We aren’t 
required to commit suicide to write about death, mystery writers don’t kill 
people as part of their research. The voice appropriation rule denies the role of 
imagination in creating that literary world.” In other words, one doesn’t have to 
be a gay man to write about queer men. 


Yet all factions of the gay community have not always accepted these works. 
Sims says that some gay book clubs refused to read stories not penned by men, 
but that overall the reaction has been very positive and encouraging. Nell Warren 
has had hostility too, but from other gay women. “There was the time that some 
in the lesbian world avoided me like the plague, viewing me as a “traitor.” Yet over 
the years, around forty per cent of The Front Runner’s readership has been lesbian 
and bi women. Today, most of the old “iffiness” towards me has softened a little. 
| accept being controversial. Controversy is healthy—it moves people to re- 
examine their most cherished notions, and keeps everybody from getting too 
comfortable.” 


It has been suggested that men who write about gay relationships tend to go, 
narratively, from sex scene to sex scene, while women tend to fill in the full story 
more. Are women more interested in romance rather than sex? Says Nell 
Warren, “I think it’s risky to generalize. There are men who live for cuddling, and 
there are women who get right down to the sex. | can only comment on what | 
like to do as a writer, which is to put the sex in the larger context of mental, 
emotional and spiritual things going on with that person. So, depending on the 
character, sex and romance can be equally important—or not important at all.” 


Sims says that most of her stories are about “survivors of one kind or 
another”. And as for what leads her to stories about gay men, “Part of my 
interest in men loving men is that | truly believe in love. And I’m old enough to 
know that maintaining love of any kind is difficult. Add to that the weight of 
society's disapproval and religious condemnation, and | believe that for gay and 
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lesbian love to survive it must be 
incredibly strong. And the lovers 
have to be incredibly strong.” 


Can books really make a differ- 
ence? For Nell Warren, The Front 
Runner was very important in her 
life. “It was the catalyst that 
brought me to coming out. But | 
have to add that every book | write 
changes my life in some way. A 
book is an experience that | get to 
have, and after | have it, | get to 
share it with other people.” Her 
sequels to The Front Runner, Harlan’s 
Race and Billy’s Boy, among other 
works, have ensured her continuing 
great popularity. Her forthcoming 
non-fiction book, The Lavender 
Locker Room, tells real-life stories 
about gay athletes. She is a strong 
voice on human rights issues and free speech. 


Ruth Sims says that writing The Phoenix helped her become even more open 
than she was previously. And angrier. “As | have come to know more and more 
gay persons, | have become increasingly aware of the homophobia and injustice in 
our society and around the world. There’s so little one extremely shy Midwestern 
granny can do about it other than to keep writing letters to politicians and keep 
writing my books, hoping maybe a story about two men who love each other 
might make a difference” W

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Why Dumbbells are so Smart

Who ever knew a dumbbell could make you look sexy and fit! It’s true. One of 
the most effective pieces of equipment in any gym is the dumbbell. As they are 
simple and flexible, they can be used in a number of exercises in your workout 
routine. Whether you belong to a gym or workout at home or even outdoors, 
dumbbells are portable, require virtually no maintenance and come in any weight 
amount you demand. 


The nice aspect about dumbbells is that you don’t necessarily require a partner 
to spot you unless you are using heavy weights or you are a beginner. A partner 
can help to correct any imbalances. 


Dumbbells are an effective tool for strength training. Strength training isn’t just 
for the avid fitness enthusiast as everyone can take advantage of the dumbbell. 
Research shows that simple dumbbell exercises offer many benefits including: 


* Increased strength of bones and connective tissues, such as tendons and 
ligaments 


e Increased muscle mass 
* Increased muscle endurance 
* Increased metabolic rate allowing for improved caloric-burn 


Your muscles will only get stronger and bigger when they are forced to work 
beyond their normal daily activity. Essentially this means you have to challenge 
the muscles. There are three effective ways to challenge your muscles and 
become stronger using dumbbells: 


1 Increased resistance by using the weight itself of varying and increasing 
weight-levels. This means increase the dumbbell weight as your workout 
routine demands. 


2 Repetitions (How many times you perform the same exercise in one set). 
3 Number of sets of each exercise (three sets is the average). 


Improvements in muscle strength and tone can be seen relatively quickly after 
performing an effective dumbbell routine usually within a few weeks. Remember 
it’s always a smart idea to incorporate stretching and rotating exercises (also 
known as a warm-up) before you begin a dumbbell workout. After each set and 
during your rest period, | would recommend you stretch out the muscle group. 
With this basic understanding of dumbbells and their ability to improve your 
strength, endurance and the size of your muscles, the following are some tips for 
a few dumbbell exercises. And as always, before beginning any fitness program, 
consult your doctor and learn proper techniques through a certified fitness 
professional. 


Bicep Curl 


There are two general types of bicep curls | incorporate in my own workout 
routine. The first sees my palm facing forward and as | curl the dumbbell upward, 
| ensure my elbow remains close to the side of my body. This helps build the ball 
or the peak of the bicep. 


Bicep Curl 2 


The second bicep curl sees my palm face my body as | raise the dumbbell 
upward. This small difference in the direction of the palm concentrates on the 
length of the muscle. Make sure you never over-extend or lock the elbow on the 
downward movement. 
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Tricep Curl 
| find the most effective way to exercise the tricep with the dumbbell is to use 
any bench and perform a tricep curl. 


Ensure your elbow is facing the ceiling when you extend the dumbbell 
upwards. Your arm will be parallel to the floor and ensure you don’t over- extend 
the arm.

Shoulder Press 


Of all the dumbbell exercises, the shoulder press has the biggest chance to 
cause injury so make sure you use a reasonable weight-level and have a partner 
spot you if you are beginner or choose to use heavy weights. 


Front Anterior Raise 


This shoulder exercise primarily works the anterior deltoids (the main forward 
portion of your shoulder) and helps create proportion to your shoulder. Ensure 
you maintain proper posture throughout this exercise and be aware of lifting too 
much weight. It’s very easy to hurt your back or other muscles by adding 
unnecessary weight. 
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Lateral Raise 


: THE PEOPLE HAVE SPOKEN 

Lateral raises are excellent for shaping and defining the shoulders. Again, VOTED 
ensure you don’t lift too much weight as this is more of a defining exercise than CALGARY’S BEST 
a building exercise. MARTINI BAR 


Posterior Raises 

This exercise is an excellent exercise to build shoulder mass and create defini- 
tion. Keep the weight at a moderate level and pay close attention to form. It’s 
very important to remember that shoulders are frequently injured due to errors 
in training such as over-use, insufficient warm-up or excessive repetitions. Be 
careful not to over-work this area. 


These are just a few exercises you can do with the dumbell. There are many 
more and it’s important to learn the right technique for these and all other 
exercises. 


By the way, wondering where the term dumbbell came from? The word 
originated in Sixteenth Century England as young men were noticing significant 
muscle gain by literally ringing the bells in church towers. Soon others were 
installing crude pulley and weighted-rope devices in their homes and barns. Since 
these home-made devices were not ringing actual bells, they began to be called 
“Dumb Bells.” As the nineteenth century rolled, around people got rid of the 
rope and pulley and just used the weights for exercise. W

This professional dancer and 
Toronto native has just been crowned COVERguy’s Season Two winner, capturing 
the coveted crown of Canada’s next top male model and oodles of prizes, the 
cover of Outlooks Magazine and a one year membership at Good Life Fitness. And 
nobody was more surprised at this royal coup then the mild-mannered King himself! 


“It was a big shock,” confesses the sprightly twenty-year old via his cell phone, 
as he waits in a cafe line to order his lunch. “I was standing next to all these 
muscled beautiful bodies and | was the guy with the hairy red chest.” 


Modesty aside, King clearly holds his own on the runway. Trained in 

ballet, jazz and hip-hop, our red-chested hero beat out a slew of 

hunky hopefuls hailing from coast to coast, a delicious selection of 

manhood with such ingredients as a small-town Ontario farmer 

and several thick slices of American pie—a delicacy in which 
one can assume King rarely indulges...

It was really cute to see 
him receiving his flowers. He’s a professional 
dancer, really young and he came on the show 

with the mindset that he has what it takes to be 

a model. He fought to the top, and he won.” 


A reality show veteran himself, Chantelois 
can empathize with the contestants’ angst. 


Four years ago, the Montréal-born journalist hit the 
airwaves as a cast member on the longest reality TV 
show in history, U8TV: The Lofters, and went on to 
create, host and co-produce the Gemini-award 
nominated SoGay TV.

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Oh What A Party!

What a unique name! This groups’ handle 

evokes thoughts of a leather bar of some 
~ sort? In actual fact it is a highly motivated 
_ group of volunteers and staff that acts as a 
_ successful party promoter and charitable 
organization. Bad Boys Club of Montréal 
~ (BBCM) started in 1991 as a group of 
friends who got together to throw 
Montréal’s gay community a BIG PARTY 
and at the same time raise awareness and 
money for many GLBT causes—especially 
HIV/AIDS. The first Black and Blue party 
attracted 800 people and has grown to 
include more than 15,000 partiers from all 
over the world who attended the final 
event of the festival. 


BBCM takes its responsibility to the 
GLBT community seriously. Typical circuit 
parties have a reputation of attracting 
people intent on partying with drugs and 
alcohol. To address these concerns BBCM 
has in place a““Party Safely Harm Reduction 
Campaign” and they work in conjunction with some of the gay positive health 
centres in the village to promote safer partying. The idea is to enjoy the music, 
dancing and partying in a manner that doesn’t put anyone in harm’s way. 


BBCM has donated through the BBCM Foundation over $1.1 million dollars to 
various GLBT charities. The economic spin-off since 1992 from these events has 
been estimated to be in the neighbourhood of $500 million dollars to the 
Montréal economy. The number of events that BBCM sponsors has increased 
over the years to include big dance parties on the following weekends; Valentines 
Day (Red),Victoria Day (Hot and Dry), during Montréal Pride (Twist) and on New 
Year’s Eve (Bal des Boys). All of these events promote Montréal as the place to 
party on these holidays. In addition, BBCM sponsored the major parties that took 
place during the 2006 Montréal OutGames. 


By far the biggest and most popular of these events is the annual Black ne Blue 
festival which takes place the week of Canadian Thanksgiving. There are literally 
hundreds of events during the week that celebrate the many aspects of gay life. 
Social, cultural, sporting and partying events are held throughout the week and in 
total can attract as many as 80,000 people. Some of the more popular events of 
the week include; the Jock Ball, the Leather Ball, the Military Ball and the Recovery 
Party (after all of these events you need to recover!) This past Black and Blue 
party was held at Olympic Stadium. The theme for this event was Supersonic. The 
centre field of the Big O (which is what we Montréalers affectionately call the 
Olympic stadium) was transformed into a giant international space Skyport, 
including a full size mock-up of an aircraft. The theme’s imagery asked those in 
attendance to not only fly around the world but to other planets. Of course the 
method of flight was to dance the night away to the sounds of many international 
DJ’s. Every year the lighting and staging of this event are spectacular. Many who 
attend this all night party are dressed in the theme colours—black and blue— 
and many more were looking as if they were a ‘flight attendant’. 


But BBCM Airlines has hit turbulence this year. Ticket Sales were down. The VIP 
passes which are usually off the market at the end of August continued all the way 
through the festival. Montréalers were partied out by the time this year’s festival 
arrived. While many visitors from abroad 
} continued to attend the event, many 
) locals—having partied too much during the 
OutGames, appear to have skipped this 
year’s event. Attendance was down by 
almost half, as many of the reports in the 
local media put the numbers at the main 
event somewhere between 7,000-8,000 
| participants. Another major blow to 
BBCM was the recent announcement by 
| the federal minister responsible for 
Québec’s economic development, Jean- 
Pierre Blackburn not to renew funding for 
the Black and Blue Festival, funding which 
would have amounted to about $55,000 
this year. In a press release, spokesperson 
Caroline Rousse said, “The Economic 
Development Agency of Canada for the 
Regions of Québec (EDA) program, which 
falls under the responsibility of Minister 
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Blackburn, should normally be managed without 
bias towards the socio-cultural diversity of the 
client group or of events’ ‘family’ content. 
Similarly, the ‘financial maturity’ of these large- 
scale events should have no bearing on the 
allocation of grants under the program since 
grant amounts are used exclusively to promote 
the events abroad, and not for the operational 
budgets of the organizing bodies. Promotion of 
these festivals at the international level has a 
direct and significant impact on the city of 
Montréal as it enhances the visibility of our 
metropolis abroad.” BBCM has appealed this 
decision directly to the Minister responsible for 
Montréal, Mr. Michael Fortier. To date, no 
response has been received. It seems funny that either entire programs or 
specific grants that benefit GLBT communities have been targeted for cancella- 
tion by this new federal government 


While this will not be an easy year for BBCM, we in Montréal know that the 
17th Edition of Black and Blue will rebound and produce an even better time for 
Montréalers and our guests alike. W

Back in the fifties, when it seemed like America’s main export was fear and 
McCarthyism, there was an actual panic by the RCMP that gays and lesbians in 
the civil service would be Canada’s undoing because their “shame” would leave 
them vulnerable to blackmail by Russian agents. Despite the fact that there was 
but a single instance where a gay civil servant was approached by a Russian 
agent—who then duly reported the incident to his superiors—the eventual 
witch-hunt recorded some nine thousand “confirmed and suspected homosex- 
uals” in the Ottawa area, destroying many peoples’ lives in the process. 


Fast-forward to 1996, when the Supreme Court of Canada ruled that sexual 
orientation should be included in the Canadian Human Rights Act as a ground for 
action in cases of discrimination. This meant that federal departments were now 
forbidden from discriminating on the basis of sexual orientation. Even the 
Canadian Forces had allowed gays and lesbians to openly serve since 1992. B 
1997, a few small groups including one at Heritage Canada started the founda- 
tions of what is now the Public Service Pride network. 


“It had been going for several years, as a very small-scale gathering of about 
twenty-to-twenty-five people who knew each other and would gather for 
lunches,” recounts Gordon Boissonneault, a deputy director at the Department 
of Foreign Affairs and International Trade, who currently coordinates the 
network. “It was in about 2004 when they decided to throw it open and use the 
power of the Internet and each of our networking abilities to broaden and 
expand it. When that decision was made, it was like gangbusters. It didn’t take 
very long.” 


A website was established and the network grew. Boissonneault was one of 
the earliest volunteers who took charge of the contact list when fellow public 
servant Doug Janoff was the steward of the group, but when Janoff stepped back 
to work on other projects, Boissonneault took the reigns. 


“Our main feature item is a monthly pub night that’s quite popular and it’s a 
great networking opportunity for people,’ Boissonneault enthuses. “Ve like to 
move around and support different businesses and it’s a format that helps to 
reinforce our community presence.” 


At this point, the network is still kept fairly casual, without a formal mandate. 
“It’s more of a group that’s come together,’ Boissonneault says. “We're very open 
to suggestions and ideas and we encourage people to send those in. The success 
of the group shows that it’s struck a chord and could be a model for other 
sectors too. People networking, because people change jobs so much through 
their careers, so networking is important, networking as a gay person is quite 
important, so the two really marry together quite nicely.” 


As the network and their events grew, however, the time has come when 
Boissonneault believes that a bit more of a formal structure is needed to take it 
to the next step. “There are two objectives in mind,” he says. “One is to ensure 
that it’s an inclusive group, and that everyone’s views about what it should and 
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what it can be are heard, and we need a format that allows people to come in to 
volunteer and have a decision making role in a more formal way. The second thing 
is that because we're fairly bare bones in terms of just me and a few ad-hoc volun- 
teers here and there, we don’t get to do all of the things that we could do. It’s a 
large group with a lot of potential to do a lot of different things in a lot of 
different areas that we're not currently doing. Because | have limited time and 
capacity, it’s really important that we get other people involved so that we can 
start branching out into other activities than we're currently doing.” 


One of the most important things is to see that the network grows beyond the 
Ottawa region. “We'd really like to do more to support the regions,” 
Boissonneault says. “The Public Service is all across Canada, we've got members 
all across Canada, and we're constantly looking at ways to involve them as so 
many of our activities are Ottawa-based.” 


“Where there’s capacity in the different regions, we'd like people to start their 
own little groups on a small scale,’ Boissonneault says. “Maybe coffee groups or 
discussion groups on a regular basis. It’s a great way for people that work for the 
government in smaller centres to get to know each other because they're 
probably scattered and diverse because the numbers are smaller. Another thing 
we're looking at doing is support those who travel to Ottawa for business, if they 
don’t necessarily know anyone in Ottawa or maybe the people that they do know 
or are travelling with are straight, so the time they spend here would be in a 
straight environment. We'd like to create what we'd like to call a ‘welcome 
wagon’, and introduce them to some of the local people here, either in their own 
department or in other departments and introduce them to a little of the gay life 
in Ottawa.” 


And while the network is certainly not just a boys’ club, Boissonneault is also 
looking for ways to get the women on the contact list more involved. “We strive 
to make our events open and inclusive across gender, sexuality and age group— 
we don’t want to raise any barriers,’ he says. “That said, the way the 
demographics work, most of our events tend to be more men than women and 
some women see that as a barrier. We did establish a different once-a-month 
event for women only in conjunction with another local women’s network, and 
that’s getting off the ground and were really encouraging women to support 
that.” 


Another way of reaching out is to start involving more of the gay and lesbian 
staff who work on Parliament Hill but who are not actually a part of the public 
service. The smaller Hill Pride network is being organised by Hill staffer Wes 
Clarke, who works as a legislative assistant to an MP. “There’s a place for a Hill 
Pride network,” Clarke says. “Hill staffers fall into a bit of a void because we're 
not civil servants and we're not in the private sector either. We have most of the 
same benefits that civil servants do, but we don’t have the job security, the same 
job opportunities or opportunities for advancement. Those factors together 
means that there’s a need for a network specifically for the Hill.” 


And while socialising and networking are at the core of the network, 
Boissonneault sees another important role to play. “My feeling is we’ve been 
ahead of the curve with a lot of the rights,” he says of the Public Service. “Maybe 
that’s because we’ve got the union movement supporting us, and a lot of our 
rights have been established ahead of the rights for Canadians in general, but the 
interesting thing is that there are still people who feel threatened. There are a 
lot of people in our group who are reluctant to come out and give their govern- 
ment email addresses. So even though a lot of the rules and legislation are there, 
there still are people who are victims of homophobia and it varies department by 
department too. We still have those issues to fight for as we celebrate our 
successes.”

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NDP CONVENTION RECORDS 
A NUMBER OF QUEER FIRSTS

From September 8 to 10, 2006, federal New Democrats held their policy 
convention in Québec City. Most of the coverage in the mainstream media 
focused on the party’s position on the war in Afghanistan and on speeches by 
such luminaries as Stephen Lewis, Shirley Douglas, Gary Doer and Jack Layton. 
But many queer activists in the party will remember the convention as the 
weekend in which the NDP, which was the first political party in Canada to 
endorse equal marriage rights for same sex couples, recorded a number of new 
firsts in the ongoing struggle for GLBT equality rights. 


First Transgendered Woman Elected to Major Position 


On the opening day of the Convention, queer delegates gathered to elect the 
co-chairs of the party’s GLBT Committee for the next two years. After a heated 
contest between four candidates, delegates 
elected former Burnaby Douglas MP Svend 
Robinson and Micheline Anne Montreuil to lead 
the Committee. As Canada’s first openly gay MP 
and a tireless advocate of GLBT equality rights, 
Robinson is a figure well-known to Canadians. 
But, Montreuil has an equally impressive resumé 
as a transgendered woman from Québec City 
who has recorded many firsts in the struggle for 
equality rights. 

In September 1997, Montreuil filed a request 
with the office of the Registrar of the Province of 
Québec to add the first name “Micheline” to her 
birth certificate so that she could obtain a driver’s 
license and a passport under her new name. This, 
in spite of the fact that she had not yet undergone 
gender reassignment surgery. In 1998, the 
Québec Superior Court ordered that a new 
driver’s license be issued under the name 
“Micheline Montreuil”. 


In December 1997, Montreuil was fired from 
her job as a law professor at Collége Frangois- 
Xavier-Garneau. A lawsuit related to this matter 
is still making its way through the courts. When 
she was fired, Montreuil said she made the 
decision to start living her life openly since the 
last obstacle holding her back from doing so had been removed. 


On May 13t, 1998, Montreuil made the decision to erase all traces of her 
former male identity. That identity has never again reappeared publicly. 


In the fall of 1999, Montreuil made history when she began teaching a course, 
as a woman, on medical ethics at Université du Québec a Rimouski. She made 
history again in September 2000 when she began studying for her doctorate of 
law at Université Laval. In June 2002, she began working as a tax collector for the 
Québec Income Tax Department. She was subsequently elected vice-president 
and then president of her union local, another first. 


Montreuil has an extensive record of community involvement including Egale 
and the Imperial Court system. She has performed extensively throughout 
North America, and has also hosted her own radio show. 


Montreuil has now made history again, as the first transgendered woman 
elected to a major position in a Canadian political party.

Progressive Christians Reclaim God 


“Jesus called. He wants his religion back.” That’s the catchphrase on a popular 
refrigerator magnet and bumper sticker. It would also be an apt description for 
the attitude of many New Democrats of faith who gathered at the Convention 
to form a new Faith and Social Justice Caucus and to hear a speech from openly 
gay Christian Peacemaker James Loney. 


Loney is an anti-war activist who was held prisoner for 122 days in Iraq. The 
topic of his speech was, “Is There A Role for the Religious Left?” 


In recent years, there has been a growing tendency to link faith with intoler- 
ance of diversity, including homosexuality. Catholic politicians have been chastised 
for their support of same sex marriage and a couple of NDP MPs were even 
refused communion at their local churches. Many members of the queer commu- 


nity have responded by turning their backs on organized religion. 


But Loney told his audience that it would be a mistake for queers, and for 
progressive people of faith generally, to leave faith-based debates to the intol- 
erant right. “It’s true that religion has been used to bless every historical horror, 
including slavery, the oppression of women and indigenous people, and now the 
oppression of gay and lesbian people. But faith has also been a force for 
overthrowing slavery and liberating women. Faith can be used one of two ways. 
It can be used to maintain the status quo in favour of the powerful. Or it can be 
used to transform the status quo in favour of the powerless.” 


The Christian Peacemaker spoke of the sacred canopy that is often used to 
“deify an oppressive social architecture,’ and to protect the elite. He said that 
this is why he disagrees with those, including members of the queer community, 
who call for a separation of church and state. He 
argued that this type of separation lends itself to 
the preservation of an inequitable status quo. 


“Religion is not a private matter,’ said Loney 
emphatically. “It moves us outside ourselves; it 
compels us to take part in the affairs of the world. 
If politics is a way we can work together for the 
common good, faith gives us a way of under- 
standing what the common good is. It requires us 
to go out into the world and change it.” 


“If we pull up the drawbridge and isolate 
ourselves in our temples, our synagogues and our 
mosques, we will allow the religious right to hide 
beneath their sacred canopy. We will be giving 
them the exclusive right to speak for God.” 


Loney said that this does not mean that 
religious people should tell others what to 
believe. He said that, to the contrary, he takes the 
view that people of faith can learn a lot from 
other faiths or from people with no faith at all. He 
confessed to admiring people with no religious 
conviction who are active in social movements. 
“Many people who are agnostics or atheists work 
hard every day to change the world for the 
better. Personally, I’m amazed by that.Where does 
that energy come from? How do they keep from 
getting discouraged? | have nothing but respect for such people.”

Several NDP MPs of faith also spoke in favour of a role for the religious left, 
including Bill Siksay, the openly gay MP for Burnaby-Douglas in British Columbia. 


First Political Party in World to Endorse Montreal Declaration 


From July 26 to 28, 2006, the International Conference on GLBT Human Rights 
was held in Montréal in conjunction with the Outgames. This conference 
concluded with the Declaration of Montréal on GLBT Human Rights. 


The declaration demanded an end to the death penalty worldwide for the 
‘crime of homosexual sex acts’, the abolition of all laws against homosexual acts 
between consenting adults, and the right of asylum for those fleeing homophobic 
and transphobic persecution. It also called for the end of ‘morality-based’ restric- 
tions on anti-HIV programs; permission and public insurance for medical care 
related to sex reassignment; equality rights, including marriage equality, for all 
queer persons worldwide; and a ban on elective surgery upon intersex children 
until the children are of an age where they can understand and consent to such 
surgery. 

On the closing day of convention, Matthew McLauchlin, co-president of the 
NDP-Québec Section’s LGBTT Affirmative Action Commission, presented a 
resolution to endorse the Montréal declaration to the 1500 delegates. His 
passionate and eloquent speech, delivered almost entirely in French, moved many 
queer delegates and their allies in the room to tears. The resolution passed 
overwhelmingly, and Canada’s NDP became the first political party in the world 
to adopt the declaration. 


As well, a comprehensive policy statement on the rights of transgendered 
people was approved by a Convention panel and will be sent to the party’s 
Federal Council for ratification. W
